Special stu- 
dents carrying under 10% units 
of study run 23 men and 18 
women, while special high school 
enrollees total 18. 


A number of eligibility letters 
have not been received concern- 
ing veteran students but the lat- 
est number enrolled are 156 men 
and 7 women. According to Ernest 
Crain, veteran’s advisor, positions 
are being found for those vet- 
erans and students who wish part- 
time employment.

Final completion plans are now 
being accomplished ,on the new 
campus and the majority of classes 
are held there. Rated as one of 
the more beautiful campuses, stu- 
dents are becoming accustomed to 
the layout of the new buildings as 
the hustle of registration days are 
drawing to a close.

Sparked by the running of halfback Johnny Fouch, 
Santa Ana’s T-urbulent gridsters stumbled their way to 
a 14-0 conquest over Cal Poly’s Broncos Friday night at 


the municipal bowl. . 


Striking quickly in the opening 
stanza, the Cookmen recovered a 
Poly fumble on the Bronco 22. In 
a series of line plays they had car- 
ried the porkhide to the 8, from 
where Fouch smashed through 
tackle for the tally. Francis 
Kleuwer converted. 

Not satisfied with a 7-0 lead, 
the Dons roared back to intercept 
a Poly pass and drive to the Poly 
19 yard marker. The Dons again 
opened a tremendous hole in Poly’s 
left tackle and then fumbled. 
Fouch scooped up the ball, cut 
sharply to the left and galloped 
the remaining distance. Rlciger 
made it 14-0. 

The Broncos came back for the 
longest sustained drive of the con- 
test, 30 yards, but bogged down 
at midfield. 

The second half settled into a
